A notable article appears in 
JCreuz ^filnvt/,v/h\ch predicts the for- 
mation of a league to break the in.sul.ir 
Bupreraacv of England which, it says, 
by the anne.xution of Egyi>t has com 
pleted the links of a gigantic chain, ex- 
tending from CJibraturto China ami 
coiled around the body of Euroj)e, 
monopolizing the commerce of the world 
and making the Mediterranean Sea and 
tho Indian Ocean Euglisb lakes. 

The Berlin Post urges Franco to join 
the alliance promising more substanti 
ul benefits than those arising from her 
interests with England. 

The bust of Longfellow waa unveiled 
Saturday morning. The ceremonies 
Tvere performed by Rev. (!eoi-ge I!ro- 
thers. Sub Dean iiradliiy was absent 
on account of a domestic altliction. I'Lirl 
Granville, Rir Hugh (,'liilder.s, Lowell, 
Alice Ijongfellow and Annie ].,ongf(il- 
low, daughters of the poet, Mary And- 
erson, Moncure D. Oonway and The 
odore Martin were among the per.son s 
present. The Prince of Wales .sent a 
letter of regret, stating that he was 
necessarily absent. Kar\ Ciranville 
made a speech eulogizing the character 
of the American iioet. Minister Lowell 
also made a speech, and accej)ted the 
tribute to his memory in thus placing 
his memorial in the poets corner be- 
tween tlio busts of Chaucer and Dry 
den, in the name of the American peo- 
ple. 

A connnittoe of the French •chamber of 
deputies on the induiitrial crisis has been 
receiving evidence from maiter.s nf traden 
union.s.

The Colu^ne (Ja/.ette 
sserts that Sargent lu's only jxiatponcd 
his resignation, and that he will solicit 
his rmoval from Berlin next aiilaiiin.

The original bill propos- 
ed to make timber, hewn and sawed, and 
timber used for spars, free. Some of the 
members of the committee want nil lumber, 
manufactured or unmanufactured, put on 
the free list.

Is there any reason 
why such n risk should be incurred by al- 
lowing the storage, even in small quanti- 
ties, of an article so inflammable and 
dangerous as gunpowder is in towns or 
cities? We cannot see that there is. With 
all, except a very small minority, gunpow- 
der is never in demand, and any trouble oc- 
casioned to individuals by their having to 
go or send to places in the suburlis where it 
can be stored with safety is not to be com- 
pared with the danger involved under pres- 
ent arrangements. .Vt the very least, no 
loose gunpowder ought to bo allowed 
in stores in towns and uities, for n careless 
and ignorant or reckless clerk may any day 
cause irreparable injury or death, as in fact 
was the case in the recent explosion we re- 
fer to. It is well to limit the quantity thid 
can be kept. But this is not sufHoiout, for 
a great deal less than twenty pounds of 
powder will mako a big explosion, and do a 
largo ainouut of damage." The act passed 
at the recent session of the British Colum- 
bia legislature fully anticipates the sugges- 
tions of our contemporary.

Miss CoKNi:i,iA pAiinooK, of Salt T.,ake, 
author of the Morinoii story, "The Fate 
of Madame La Tour," says it is doiibr.leas 
easier to deny that pjlygamy is decreas- 
ing than to furnish statistics in support of 
such denial, owing largely to the secrecy 
to which witnesses of the Endowment 
House ceremony are sworn. "That po- 
lygamy exists," she continues in a letter 
to the Denver Inter Ocean, "in the states 
and territories which adjoin LFtah, we all 
know. That the system has intrenched 
and strengthened itself in thoae states and 
territories since the passage of the Ed- 
munds law ia, I think, equally certain. 
Arizona will soon bo wholly under Mor- 
mon control. In Idaho the Mormons 
have held the balance power for years. 
In Colorado and Nevada the Saints are 
quietly biding their time, sure in their 
hearts that there will eventually be a bid 
for the Mormon vote which they can 
alford to accept. 



TIio Calgary ITIurdor. 

The trial ^f Jesse Williams, the negro, 
for the murder of James R. Adams at 
Calgary on February 8th, opened before 
Col. McLood, of the N. W. mounted po- 
lice, on the.22nd ult. There was a largo 
attendance of spectators and great interest 
■was manifested. Hon. Mr. Blocker ap- 
peared for the prosecution and Mr. 
Lougheed for the prisoner. The hitter's 
counsel made a grand effort and fought 
hard for a verdict of manslaughter, can- 
tending that death had resulted from a 
scullle between the two men, and that 
there had nut been a deliberate niurdor. 
The evidence was so positive, however, 
that Adams had, on the negro's own coii- 
foasion, bcLMi murdered for the money in 
tho drawer, and that there was no provo- 
cation, that the jury did not attach much 
inipiutaneo to the plea. The judge 
•charged atroni^ly against the prisoner, and 
the jury, after an alisence of only a few 
minutes, returned a verdict of murder in 
the first dcgrei!. The scene in ciuirt was 

0110 seldom witiiessinl. .\n observer could 
not identify one person having any sym- 
pathy with tho prisoner, and when the 
verdict was rendered a manifestation of 
applause was started, bnt promptly put 
down by the court. When tho sentence 
was about to be passed his honor asked 
the prisoner if he had anything to say 
why sentence should not ho passed. The 
prisoner asked the judge if it was lawful 
to try a man in irons. The answer was 

111 the aflirmativo, and then the sentence 
p.'issed, which was: "That you. .lesse \\'il- 
liains, be hung by the neck until dead, 
between the hours of ,S :iud 10 o'clock j. 
m., on March 29." The negro appeareil 
leas interested through the triid tlian any 
other peraoii present, and wheji the death 
sentence was concluded he gave a satanic 
smile. Kxlra care will be taken of this 
miserable wretch, and no opportunity of 
escape will be given. The gi-iieral opinion 
is that Ihe murder he is now about to 
atone for with his life is not the first of 
many bloody deeds he has had a hand in

Settled. 

During tho discussion on the C. P. R. 
resolutions in the hou.se of commoiia tho 
Hon. Mr. Blake, in the course of one 
of his speeches, said: "So far as the 
western end of the lino was concerned ho 
knew not what the policy of tho govern- 
ment was. The Esquimalt and Nanaiiuo 
road was to bo built. Port Moody had been 
selected as the western terminus ao far, 
but as Engiiah Bay, lower down in tho 
indentation, was a better place that 
part could hardly bo considered as de- 
finitely sottlod. In his opinion the gov- 
ernment should tell the house exactly 
where the terniinua would be." 

Sir Charles Tupper followed Mr. Blake 
mul said: "Now, sir, the hon. gentlomun 
has referred briefly to tho terms proposed 
in regard to British Columbia. ♦ ♦ ♦ 
But as to whether Port Moody or English 
Bay is the best terminus all I can say ia 
that the government selected Port Moody 
and in doing ao theyaelocted a port acces- 
sible from the Pacific ocean and declared 
to be by tho most independent and capa- 
ble sources tho best port on the Pacific 
coast. This is evinced by tho fact that 
tho British authorities have decided to 
make Port Moody the headquarters for 
tfie admiralty of tho Pacific conat. The 
hon. gentleman would like to have it go 
down to Englibh Hay because it wiuild in- 
volve an e.\pondilure of §I,00Q,lM)<) to 
carry the road to that point, and two or 
three millions more to make a harbor out 
of the open roadstead there.

The Marquis of Lome presided over a 
meeting id' the Society of Arta in London 
(Fngland) on the 28th January. In in- 
troducing Mr. ■).

S|)eaking of emigration, tho 
Marquis mentioned that the Princess, his 
wife, had been working with tho ladies of 
the Emigration Society; the princi[ilo in 
each case being to make careful enquiry 
liefore sending people out, and then only 
after warning hail been addreaaed to 
Montreal and Toronto, with a view to a 
committ<!e receiving thoin. This action 
on the part of private nulividu.ala might, 
bo thought, bo supplemented by the Cio\- 
eminent. While ho questioned the wis- 
dom of voting a lump sum of £200,000 
for Irish immigriition to the relief of 
national or district dist russ, he thought 
the (fovenmient should consider the ad- 
visability, on the recommendation of the 
local authority in a congested district, of 
paying £1 per head, and that sum ahould 
not be given until the persons to bo emi- 
grated wore approved by tlui Ihiine and

General superintendent Egan states that 
all portions of tho road already complet- 
ed will be put in a thorough stiite of repair 
for tho anticipated heavy traHic of next 
season. One hundred miles of the M. S. 
W. 0. Railway will be constructed, work 
upon which will be commenced at the 
earliest date this spring. It is also pro- 
bable, as hinted by the latest telegrams 
from Ottawa, that work will be begun on 
the Souria branch from Brandon ao as to 
connect this line with the Southwestern 
e.Monsitu) at Whitewater lake. Mr. Ros.s 
atatea work will be Veauined at tho Rockies 
early^in April. Tho Ontario & Quebec 
having been completed between Ottawa 
and Toronto, as well aa other Canadian 
aud American linea.it is said a largo num- 
ber of contractors and their men will bt^ 
free to enter upon the construction of 
either the C. 1'. U. main linos or its 
branches. The profiles of tho entire line 
aa vvell as the proposed tributaries arc 
prepared so that but little delay will bi- 
occasioncd in letting contracts. 

.Assiatant Traffic iManager Harder, who 
has just returned friiiii liua<li|uai lers at 
Montreal, reports arrangenu'iila for 
through traffic from Alonlreal to the 
Kockit;s for tho coming aeasoii. The 
branch from Sudbury Junction to Algoma 
Bay will not bo fully ballasted and ready 
for o|ieration on the opening of naviga- 
tion, so I he general manager has conclud- 
ed to avail himseli of the Ontario and 
Oucbec railway from tawa to Toronto, 
and the Toronto (Jrey and Bruce *.o 
Owen Sound, w here the t' P. |{ steamers 
now approaching coiupletitm at Port Col- 
borne, will be availabU; tor transportation 
to Port .Arthur, whence rail can be had 
to Winni|ieg and all points beyond 
aa f.ir aa tlie Itoekiea. iMr. Harder a.ays 
that immigrants will bo taken from Que- 
boe to Winnipeg for $10 per head. The 
rates from Liverpool to Winnipeg will be 
$2^1 per head, which will give tfie steam- 
ahip compaiilea .Slf) pur head as their 
aharv! for ocean traiiaport. Tho rate on 
immigauta' eU'ecIa from iMontrcul to Win- 
nipeg via Owen Sound and Port Arthur 
will be §100 per carload. 

The newsteamera of ilic co.,theAihabas- 
ca. Alberta and .\lgoma, will be put on 
the route between Owen .Sound and Port 
.Arthur. Thoy will compare favorably 
with lirat clnsa ocean ateamora, and can ac- 
commodate iipwai ds of 1,500 paaacnger.s 
and <ir>,()00 bushels of grain. Each steam- 
ship is 1,700 horse-power and has a 
carrying oajjaoity of 2,000. The company 
are also active in tho matter of increasing 
the quantity of their rolling stock. A 
large number of new locomotivea are be- 
ing turned (uit o( thoir own workshops to 
meet the increasing demand on the main 
and tributary linos. Twenty now sleep- 
ers, for the accommodation of immigrants 
on the western division between Port 
Arthur and points west on tho main line, 
arc being manufactured by Mr. Croaaaii, 
of Cobourg, Ont. , and will be ready in 
time for the opening of the through route. 
Immigration, according to Mr. Harder, 
already shows signs of a boom, not only 
from Europe, but also from the eastern 
provinces. The bulk of the emigration 
from Euro])0 thia year will bo from Eng - 
land and Scotland , as well as some from 
Ireland. A largo |iro[)ortion will be of the 
tenant farmer and agricultural class, who 
will locate upon land. A large inHux 
from tho crofter population of Scotland 
are already bo(d<ed, and exoerionce h.ia 
ahowii that they make a very itulustrioiia 
class of aottlora. I'he old .syatem of ad- 
vertising e.Kcuraion trains from the Eaat- 
oru provinces is already being mooted in 
many of the loading cities, the result of 
which may be the advent of a large num- 
ber of our aister colonists from tho mari- 
timo and other prjvincea. It is expected 
that the entire distance from Montreal to 
Winnipeg will be made in a little over 
three days.

Tcrrillv Powder Explosion 
Iiondon, Out. 



The city of London waa visited with an 
appalling disaster on the 18th Feb., by 
which one man was instantly killed, and 
two ethers ao seriously injured that they 
have died since. A largo quantity of gun- 
powder, which was stored in the cop flat 
of Ilobba, Oaborno it Hobba' wholesale 
hardware store, on Richmond street, ex- 
ploded with terrible effect. Percy luce, 
Frank Shaw and Donald Smith, were at 
the time sitting in the room where the 
powder waa stored. It is supposed that 
the powder waa ignited by iIil' carLdess- 
ness of one of the men named. The up- 
per portion of the building was completely 
blown otJ' and the fragments scattered in 
al Idirectiona. Messrs. R'ibinsou, Little 
«!!: Co., and Bums S: Lewis' promiBca ad- 
joining wore badly ahattered, and all the 
ulass in the block on the opposite aide of 
Ihe street was smashed. Only Ince, 
Shaw and Smilli were in (hp upper por- 
tion of the building at the time of the 
explosion. .Some lime elapsed before the 
burning debris was e.Ktiiiguiahed so that 
the victims could bo extricated. When 
this waa accomplished and the firemen 
were able to enter the ruined building 
their worst feara were confirmed. Smith 
was taken out dead, and the other two 
were so serimialy injured that they cannot 
possibly recover. 'I'he explosion waa very 
violent, and was felt all over the city. It 
shook tho whole business portion of the 
city for a quarter of a mile around, and 
Ihe damage will l)e considerable. Had 
the oxplo.sioii necurrcd on the ground 
tloor, or ill the haaemuiit, it would bo 
inqiossible to eHtiinite the damage which 
would have resulted, or the number of 
lives lust/^jis tho building is situated in 
one of the most populous portions of 'the 
city, and Kichmond street was full of peo- 
ple at the time, 'i'he lire brigade rundor- 
ed good seivice in extinguishing tho 
llames which at one time thn^atened to 
eiividope the whole block, luce and Shaw 
were rem ved to comfortable (piarturs and 
their wounds attended to, but it is 
thought that they cannot live through the 
night. It ia not definitely known what 
(|iiantity of powder was in llie building at 
the time nf (ho explosion, hut it is 
thought to have hotui coiisiilerable. It ia 
reported that one of the victims was 
cmoking at the time, and that a spark 
from his pipe fell among tho powder caus- 
ing the explosion with such fatal results 
to the three men . 

The throe upper flata are a mass of 
wreckage, and nearly the entire stock ia 
ruined. The atock was valued at SUO,- 
000; inauranco §00,000. The damage to 
the adjoining building ii covered by in- 
surance.

II. Ely, one of the leiidiiii; ore men of tlie 
day, who 1ms given llie ((lU'sllon a ^reiit 
deal id study, in a recent imMie eX]iressii)ii 
Haid: — ".As to coal, the removal of duty by 
the Dominion goveriiiiient woulil enlarge 
tb(^ market of our Ohio mini's in Ontario, 
iVrc, but on the other hand, it would bring 
the Nova Scotia coal into strong competition 
with tho local interests of I'enuaylVania and 
West Virginia. I think the balance of ad- 
vantage would be against ns. As to iron 
ore, the eonsniiqitioii of iron (ue in 
Canada ia small, .Aa yet their iron pro- 
duction is small in amount. The market 
for iron ore there would be small, and our 
mines aoll little or none to Canadians. 
They, not us, would gain by our removal 
of tho duty on ore, nnd our mines want 
our own homo market. * * No, we 
have nothing to gain, certainly in the 
matter of coal and inui ore -but every- 
thing to loso by tho reciprnfal ai range- 
nient suggested." .Auothm- ijrominent 
dealer, who is intereated in the Canadian 
coal trade, and who says that personally 
he would be aided by the projjosed ar - 
rangement, admits tliat it would lie in- 
jurious to thi.s country. He aaya that tho 
Canadian tariff "is a burden on the mass 
of tho Dominion people, aa they are the 
consumers and must pay tho duty, since 
the home minoa cannot produce enough 
coal to supply the demand." He adds 
that "thoy must have our coal at any 
price, as they cannot produce it, wdiile 
the capacity of our ore mines is fully 
equal to the demand, and wo can get 
along nicely without their ore."

The following letter from Mr. John 
Bright to Gen. rrurablo, of Chicago, has 
been made public by tho latter: — 

London, Aug. 8, 1882. 
Dkar Sir, — I ought to have thanked 
you sooner for sending me your useful 
and very interesting "History of Free 
Trade Struggle in England." I hope it 
will be widely read and may bo of much 
use. But I do not expect your people will 
copy from ua. They will learn from what 
is passing around them how much thoy 
su filer from your present barbarous tariif. 
There are persons among ua who are not 
anxious for a reform of your tarifl'. Thoy 
say you cannot have an export trade, and 
cannot compete with ua in foreign mar- 
kets— that wo have complete control of 
markets where there is no high tarilV, and 
whore duties are considerable, that wo 
can surmount them when you cannot, 
and that we have a great advantage over 
you in every market but your own. 

Again, ill your mercintilo marine, your 
condition is miserable and humiliating, 
owing to your protective system, which 
iias driven your ship^ off tho ocean. Sure- 
ly there ia intelligence enough in your 
country to perceive this, and it can only 
require a discussion to bring about a 
change which would bless every honest 
indiiatry in tho land. The ahackles have 
been atruck from tho limbs of the alave, 
and they cannot remain to fetter tlie free- 
dom of your innuatrics. I hope your 
inoveme.it will advance. The world ex- 
pects it from you. England and America, 
with free institutions and free trade, w ill 
lead the world to something better than 
the best.

According to Prof, Bain's e.vcellent 
definition, an instinct it an untaught 
ability, though it would perhaps be still 
more correct to describe it as un|eanit 
than as untaught, for most knowledge 
acquired by the lower animals ia gain- 
ed rather by expcrinnce than By actual 
comuninicatioii. Knowledge or power, 
indepi'iiileiit of iier.sonal expi^ricTCC, is 
indeed the keynote of instinct Now, 
judged by this standard, it is clear that 
the fear of man is instinctive with each 
individual bird in England; for even 
very young bird.s, which never saw a 
man beforfi, are known to be very 
tiiucli friglitoiieil at the first ajiparitiou 
of that ancestrally a'ariniug and v cry 
bloodthirsty animals, who has hunted 
them down, shot them with gun, or 
still earlier, with a crossbow, and 
shied stones at tlioni (ps|)ecially in his 
immature or cub condition, when he i.s 
commonly known as a boy) for many 
thousand geaeralioiis at the very short- 
est computation. In existing European 
birds terror of this destructive nnd ex- 
tremely cunning carnivore is hcrediti- 
aiy and iiiLuilivc in almost every un- 
protected species. Tbo origin of the 
instinct, liowever, ns Mr. Darwin lias 
.shown, isoncon which we havean un- 
usu il amount of historical proof; for 
there are a few uninhaliited oceanic 
islands where tho native birds show no 
fear at all of man, nnd have to acquire 
the liabil of fearing him by a long and 
jiaiuful cour.sc of practical teaching. 
1 II otli(;r words, tlie dread of human 
beings, thaugli antecodenl to oxperieiico 
ill the individual, i.s not antecedent to 
experience in the race as a whole. 
There is nothing in the mere outward 
bodily feat ures of the human face di- 
vine to make it immediately and 
naturally an object, of uneaainess 
and teiroi to tho cve.s and brains 
of birds as such. It is only by 
c on t i nil o u .s persecution throughout 
many generations that the fowlrfof 
the air al last come to inherit a nerv- 
ous .system, ,^o constituted that the very 
image of a human being falling upon 
the i-oliiia causes and immediate and 
intense desire to efl'ect an escape, with- 
out the bird itself being able to under- 
stand the why and wherefore of its 
singular perturbation. What a melan- 
choly tribute to our boasted supremacy 
over all living things, that even the 
liannless small birds instinctividy avoid 
us, as the hereditary enemies of thi ir 
persecuted race! The sight of man 
alarms thorn antecedently to all ex- 
perience, much as the roar of thunder 
alarms ourselves, as the smell of lions 
alarms thf camel, or as the sight of a 
snake alarm the monkeys bro 1 in tlis 
Zoo, and tliftrefore imfairiiliar b}' jier- 
Honal exj)crieiuie with llio feud which 
has always raged between their respec- 
tive anoestoi-s in equatorial forest glads. 
Y^el, on the other hand, in the uninha- 
bited Walapagos archipelago Mr. Dar- 
win found the whole animal world ao 
free from foar of man that be Qcul i 
jiusli a hawk off a tree with the nm/.zle 
of his gun, catch the big amblyrhynciia 
land lizards quietly by the tail, and 
collect the small birds (o drink from a 
basin of water held between liin own 
hands. — Grant Alien in Knowledge. 



Terrible €oul Itfinc Calamity. 

An explosion occurred in a coal mine 
shaft at West Loisoriiig near Cornells- 
villo, Pimn., on the 'JOth Feb. resulting 
in a terrible loss of life. Seventy-five 
moil were at vsork in tlio mine, and out of 
that nuiiibor 2i) are known to have been 
killed. Twelve more were rescued, but 
so badly injured thoy will die. 

The cool iniue here is worked by means 
of a shaft which reaches the mine a dis- 
tance of four hundred foot from the sur- 
face. On the morning of the accident, 
part of the force that worked all night 
loft the mine and seventy others took 
their places. Soon after the explosion 
occurred 800 feet from the bottom of tho 
shaft and J, 200 feet from the surface. 
The report was heard outside a long dis- 
tance, aud caused such a jar that a dor- 
rick ono hundred feet high was knocked 
off Otie man alone escaped. Ho wound 
his clothes tightly aroiiud his face and 
mouth to keep foul air from choking him, 
and reached tlio open air. His escape in 
deemed marvellous. 

Two hours elapsed before any one dare 
face the after-damp to search within the 
mine. Michael Rijito, a Hungarian, was 
the first one brought out. Ho had evi- 
dently died from suffocation. At noon 
nineteen bodies had been brought out and 
identified, 

Thoy wiiro all married men with child ■• 
roll. None of them bore any marks of 
violence, lialsel^', who escaped, says the 
men acted liko horses in a burning stable. 
Thoy wore bewildered, not knowing which 
way to go, and refused to go in any direc- 
tion. Some of them were so burned the 
lleah dropped off them in places when re- 
moved. 'I'he scones [in the vicinity are 
pitiable in llio extreme.

A DESPEKATE JAUJJIRD. 

Frarful 1 i;,'llu wills a ITrHra«M- 
oiis .Tuilbii-a ill tiic Jolict 
Penitentiary. 

CincAc;o, Muicli 2. — A Joliet special 
aays: A munloious assault was m:u\e 
ii])on Ciiptaiii John McDonald, deputy 
waidea in the penitentiary here, this 
afternoon. The assassin was a notori- 
ous desperado, Frank Fitinde. Deputy 
McDonald, in going his rounds, enter- 
ed the collar shop, where Kande works. 
As custouKiry, McDonald .stopped at 
tho desk'of Keeper Madden to receive 
his report. While the deputy was talk- 
ing with the keeper, Kande snapped 
his finger at the keeper and raised his 
hand, giving the sign for a request to 
go to tho closet. ;\Iadden nodded assent 
and resumed conver.sation with tho de- 
puty, wliose back was turned towanl 
Frank Uando. The keeper also turned 
his back to Kande to yivo an order to 
another convict. Instantly, Kande, 
who was crossing the room, picked up 
a heavy iron poker, three feet long, 
rushed upon deputy McDonald, strik- 
ing him on the head with all his force, 
smashing in the skull, McDonald drop- 
ped sensclps.s. Rande shouted: "I have 

killed the s at last," and drew 

a large knife. Keeper Madden rush- 
ed on to Rande, and received a terrible 
gash in the arm, l)ut held Rande until 
two life convicts, Demolina and Koab 
came to his assistance, and Rand was 
hurled violently to the floor. Hearing 
tiie alarm, assistant deputy Warden 
Garvin and Keeper Ed. McDonald 
rushed in. Convict Roah bogged to be 
allowed to choke him to death. Rande 
rising, staggered towards the door, 
made a quick lunge, grabbed a knife 
on the tal)le, turned desperately and 
attacked Deputy Garvin, who broke a 
licavy cajie over Rande's head, cutting 
him terrible. Pulling a revolver, 
(iarvi shot Rande in the side, tiien 
grabbed the convict by the throat 
and while holding iiim thus Keener 
McDonald fr-ntically drew a revolver, 
placed the muzzle at Rande's right ear 
and fired. Rande dropped. Deputy 
McDonald and Rande were carried to 
the hosital. Examination showed Jlc 
Donald's skull was terribly crushed. 
Pieces of the skull were removed, leav- 
ing the brain exposed two inches long 
and one wide, lie will die. Rande was 
uncon.scious for a long time. It is not 
known how dangerously he is wound- 
ed. On recoverin'gcoTtsuiwusness Rande 
.said: "I am Jesus Christ and was sent 
to rid this prison of that cruel de])uty 
1 think 1 have done it.
